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Letter  from  the  Chairman 


3n  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  Foundation's  Ninth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1989  together  with  the  Third  Triennial  Report 
covering  the  three  years  ended  March  31,  1989. 

These  reports  convey  impressive  evidence  of  the  accomplishments  of  Alberta's  medical 
scientific  community  which  are  a  source  of  pride  to  all  Albertans. 

Total  expenditures  by  the  Foundation  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1989  amounted  to 
$37.5  million  compared  to  $51.2  million  in  the  preceding  year.  Significant  expenditures 
were  made  in  each  year  for  the  completion  of  medical  research  buildings  in  Edmonton 
and  Calgary  ($5.0  million  in  1989  and  $17.1  million  in  1988).  Expenditures  on  the  broad 
range  of  regular  programs,  after  elimination  of  building  program  grants,  amounted  to 
$32.5  million  in  1989  compared  to  $34.1  million  in  1988,  a  reduction  of  $1.6  million  in  1989. 
As  noted  in  my  letter  accompanying  last  year's  report,  expenditures  for  regular  scientific- 
programs  were  reduced  by  $2.7  million  in  1988  which,  in  turn,  followed  a  reduction  of  $3 
million  in  1987.  These  reductions  are  expressed  in  constant  dollars;  on  an  inflation- 
adjusted  basis  the  actual  effect  would,  of  course,  be  somewhat  greater  than  shown. 

The  comments  made  in  last  year's  Chairman's  letter  about  such  reductions  deserve 
attention  again  this  year.  The  Trustees  believe  that  program  expenditures  must  be  based 
on  a  prudent  spending  rate  which  recognizes  the  need  to  preserve  the  capital  base  of  the 
Foundation  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  our  existing  scientific  programs.  Spending  which 
exceeds  prudent  guidelines  will  impair  ultimately  our  ability  to  support  adequately  the  work 
of  Foundation-funded  scientists  with  particular  reference  to  the  current  and  planned 
multidisciplinary  medical  research  groups.  We  are  determined  that  this  will  not  happen. 

An  examination  of  current  spending  inevitably  leads  to  consideration  of  the  value  of  the 
Foundation's  Endowment  Fund  Assets  from  which  income  is  derived  to  fund  current 
programs.  The  status  of  the  Endowment  Fund  Net  Assets  at  March  31  for  each  of  the  last 
four  years  is  set  out  in  the  following  tabulation:

While  the  Endowment  Fund  Net  Assets  on  a  cost  basis  have  been  maintained  at  a 
relatively  steady  level,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  their  market  (realizable)  value 
attributable  almost  entirely  to  the  high  level  of  interest  rates  in  Canada  over  the  last  two 
years  which  has  tended  to  depress  the  market  value  of  the  government  and  government- 
guaranteed  debt  instruments,  which  represent  a  significant  part  of  Endowment  Fund 
assets.  In  the  future,  one  of  two  things  must  occur:  either  the  spending  rate  will  have  to 
decrease  in  a  moderate  and  systematic  manner  consistent  with  our  principal  objectives  or 
the  Endowment  Fund  must  be  supplemented.  In  previous  Annual  Reports  reference  has 
been  made  to  our  regular  appearances  before  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Heritage 
Savings  Trust  Fund.  On  each  appearance  in  recent  years  we  have  stressed  the  importance 
of  dealing  with  the  important  issue  of  supplementation  and  this  matter  will  again  be  raised 
in  our  1989  submission. 

There  has  been  one  noteworthy  new  development  relating  to  the  Foundation's  programs. 

The  Foundation  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Minister  of  Technology,  Research 
and  Telecommunications  providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  Alberta  Medical 
Innovations  Program.  This  important  new  program  has  been  established  to  advance  medical 
research  and  its  application  for  the  improvement  of  health  care  in  Alberta.  The  program 
includes  advancing  medical-pharmaceutical  research  for  commercial  use  by  supporting 
clinical  trials,  testing,  marketing  and  manufacturing,  and  establishing  a  program  to  train 
and  develop  scientists  and  business  experts  in  health-related  industries.  The  total  available 


funding  will  be  $9,332  million  over  a  live  year  period  beginning  in  the  1988/89  fiscal  year. 
This  now  program  can  be  regarded  as  ;i  logical  extension  to  the  Foundation's  existing 
Technolog)  Transfer  program. 

This  will  be  the  Ins!  report  which  I  will  be  submitting  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees.  M)  term 
and  that  of  die  oilier  remain  inn  founding  Trustees    Dr.  Gordon  Swann  and  Hon.  Mr. 
Justice  Michael  O'Byrne    will  expire  in  March  of  li)!)().  \  great  deal  is  owed  to  these 
individuals  who  have  served  the  Foundation  with  a  deep  sense  of  commitment  over  the  ten 
years  from  inception.  Their  contributions  to  the  Foundation  have  added  greatl)  to  its 
success,  particularly  in  the  earlier  formative  years. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  the  programs  of  the  Foundation  have  been  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  Alberta's  medical  research  communit)  and  that  the)  have  been  administered  in 
an  effective  way  which  has  given  academic  leaders  the  flexibility  to  make  planning 
decisions  with  the  conviction  that  the  Foundation's  processes  will  allow  thorough 
examinations  of  proposals  and  decisions  w  ithin  appropriate  time  constraints. 

To  ensure  that  the  Foundation  continues  to  fulfill  its  statutory  role  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta  and  to  remain  completely  responsive  to  medical  research  needs.  I  will  be  asking 
the  Trustees  to  embark  upon  a  process  of  re  evaluation  as  we  complete  the  first  decade  of 
operations.  Such  re-evaluation  w  ill  include  a  thorough  review  of  the  financial  management 
principles  of  our  Endowment  Fund  in  the  light  of  t he  experience  w e  have  gained  over  ten 
years.  Another  central  consideration  will  he  our  relationships  with  those  in  positions  of 
leadership  in  Alberta's  universities  and  affiliated  institutions,  upon  whom  we  rely  for 
maintaining  a  vigorous  approach  to  ensure  that  we  do  not  become  complacent. 

The  decisions  made  by  the  Foundation  are  based  upon  the  valuable  advice  and  direction 
of  the  many  distinguished  individuals  in  the  scientific  community  who  serve  the  Foundation 
in  an  advisory  capacity. 

We  would  like  to  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  President.  Lionel 
McLeod,  who  has  provided  inspiration  and  leadership  to  ns  all.  In  addition,  our  thanks  go 
to  the  members  of  the  Foundation's  staff  who  have  served  with  uncommon  dedication  at 
all  times.

resident's  Report 


his  Third  Triennial  (and  Ninth  Annual  Report)  outlines  a  mixture  of  very  spectacular 
accomplishments:  strengths  in  basic  and  fundamental  research  essential  to  the  production 
of  thai  new  knowledge  crucial  to  the  prevention  of  disease,  clinical  and  applied  research 
relating  new  knowledge  to  the  problems  of  patients,  and  initial  success  transferring  new 
ideas  and  concepts  into  commercial  ventures.  A  major  investment  made  in  1979  by  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  has  succeeded  and  well  beyond  the  expectations  of 
those  of  ns  working  in  academic  centres  prior  to  the  advent  of  the  Foundation. 

By  building  on  Alberta's  existing  and  readily  developable  strengths  and  using  both 
multidisciplinary  and  peer  review,  high  quality  development  proceeded  rapidly  and  with  far 
reaching  effects.  The  excitement,  competitiveness  and  the  rapid  progress  attracted 
well-trained  investigators,  and  very  bright  young  people  to  training  programs.  The  entire 
medical  research  community  was  reinvigorated  with  new  staff  and  funding  for  training 
programs  and  updating  equipment. 

More  than  140  new  investigators  have  been  recruited  and  established  in  Alberta.  Some 
disciplines  are  staffed  almost  entirely  by  Foundation-funded  personnel.  To  gain  synergy, 
efficiency  and  the  cross-fertilization  of  ideas,  the  Foundation  has  encouraged  the  creation  of 
multidisciplinary  research  groups.  To  facilitate  development  and  after  careful  studies  of 
need,  the  Foundation,  using  infrastructure  grants,  funded  two  new  laboratory  buildings  (one 
at  the  University  of  Alberta,  and  the  other  at  The  University  of  Calgary).  Both  were 
completed  on  time  and  within  budget. 

Investigators  occupying  these  new  laboratories  have  been  generous  in  their  praise,  offering 
strong  commendation  for  the  design  and  the  timeliness  of  construction.  Each  building 
contains  modest  reserves  of  unfinished  space  for  future  development. 

Our  investigators  are  highly  productive.  Each  regularly  contributes  important  new 
information  to  prestigious  publications,  conferences  and  congresses  attracting  recognition 
for  our  province  and  ensuring  a  world  wide  two-way  flow  of  new  information  and  ideas. 

The  quality  of  the  research  attracts  not  only  the  interests  of  the  world's  scientific 
community  but  also  -  new  funding.  Funding  by  agencies  such  as  the  Medical  Research 
Council  of  Canada,  other  federal  granting  agencies,  and  a  full  range  of  volunteer  agencies  is 
growing  steadily.  External  funding  of  the  two  Faculties  of  Medicine,  for  example,  has 
increased  from  approximately  $9  million  per  year  to  over  $31  million  since  the  advent  of 
the  Foundation.  Seven  new  research  groups  established  within  the  two  Heritage  Medical 
Research  Buildings  bring  to  our  province  over  $4  million  annually. 

Through  training  programs,  Alberta  makes  key  contributions  to  tomorrow's  desperately 
needed  complement  of  medical  scientists.  Since  1980,  a  total  of  2900  Students  and  Fellows 
have  been  supported.  Responding  to  a  very  critical  personnel  deficiency,  a  special  training 
program  and  a  unique  faculty-level  program  was  designed  and  implemented:  the  Clinical 
Fellowship  and  Clinical  Investigatorship  programs.  The  number  of  physicians,  surgeons  and 
other  specialists  training  in  research  is  increasing  quickly  with  some  now  returning  to 
Alberta  as  Clinical  Investigators.  Alberta  has  led  the  way  as  the  Medical  Research  Council 
of  Canada  and  other  agencies  are  now  implementing  programs  with  similar  objectives. 

By  attracting  both  clinical  and  basic  scientists  with  special  expertise,  major  contributions 
have  been  made  to  Alberta's  patient  care  programs.  Indeed,  in  the  past  five  years,  most 
new  programs  have  been  developed  and  supported  largely  by  Foundation-funded 
investigators.  The  Alzheimer's  Clinic  in  Calgary,  the  Islet  Cell  Transplantation  program  in 
Edmonton,  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  investigations  of  cardiac  arrhythmias  in  both  cities, 
the  introduction  of  nuclear  magnetic  imaging  to  Alberta,  new  initiatives  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  stroke  patients,  the  management  of  bladder  incontinence  in  the  elderly,  therapy  lor 
autistic  children,  expertise  in  infectious  disease  and  AIDS  are  good  examples  of  the  kinds 
of  programs  that  underscore  the  Foundation's  support  for  applied  and  clinical  research 
and  new  patient  care  programs. 


The  success  of  ;i  two  year  experimental  program  for  the  transfer  of  technology  to 
commercial  ventures  has  encouraged  the  Ministry  of  Technology,  Research  and 
Telecommunications  to  expand  ihis  program  by  providing  funds  for  untie  advanced 
development.  Innovations  supported  by  the  present  program  have  helped  attract 
investment  from  two  pharmaceutical  firms,  one  from  the  I  nited  Kingdom  and  one  from 
Japan  Not  all  projects  have  survived  but  for  a  high  risk  program,  a  ver)  promising  number 
arc  winning  or  progressing  favorably. 

Despite  these  outstanding  accomplishments,  well  documented  in  the  report  of  the  first 
International  Hoard  of  Review,  the  Foundation  confronts  a  vexing  array  of  problems.  By 
establishing  an  endowed  foundation  to  advance  medical  research  in  Uberta,  the 
government  responded  to  a  central  requirement  for  solid  progress;  long  term  stable 
funding.  This  has  attracted  top  quality  scientists  and  trainees  to  Uberta.  To  maintain  their 
morale  and  motivation,  stable  funding  must  be  assured  into  the  next  century.  The 
endowment  mnsi  now  be  increased  or  the  annual  spending  rale  constrained  and  even 
reduced  oxer  time  to  protect  the  purchasing  power  of  the  endowment  against  inflation. 

While  the  outstanding  productivity  of  Alberta's  scientists  does  attracl  increasing  amounts 
of  funding  from  other  sources,  the  Foundation  is  the  agency  best  positioned  to  deal 
efficiently  and  effectively  with  a  range  of  requirements  arising  from  the  success  of  the  past 
nine  years.  To  exploit  fully  our  present  advantage,  a  modest  number  of  new  scientists  must 
be  recruited  annually;  firstly  to  consolidate  a  number  of  highly  promising  multidisciplinary 
research  groups  and  then  to  provide  a  continuing  inflow  of  well  trained  young  scientists  to 
ensure  the  continuing  vigor  of  Alberta's  medical  research.  A  supportive  research 
environment  w  ill  require  further  annual  investment  to  update  new  technological  advances 
and  to  ensure  rapid  information  exchange  with  the  rest  of  the  scientific  world. 

If  Alberta  is  to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care  programs,  they  must  he 
carefully  and  accurately  evaluated  for  quality  and  cost  benefit.  Epidemiological  and  health 
care  research  must  be  developed  to  do  this.  Contemporary  patient  care  requires  beneficial 
innovations,  but  diffusion  of  new  technology  must  be  better  justified  than  it  is  presently. 
New  investigators  must  be  trained  and  recruited  to  do  this  because  there  is  a  scarcity  of 
people  with  the  expertise.  Again,  the  Foundation  is  well  positioned  to  undertake  this  task. 

How  Alberta  will  respond  to  these  pressures  and  opportunities  will  greatly  influence  our 
province's  importance  to  medical  research.  Failure  to  respond  positively  and  aggressively 
will  signal  unwillingness  to  remain  on  the  leading  edge  of  research  and  patient  care  and 
reduce  the  province's  attractiveness  to  the  best  and  brightest  scientists  and  their  trainees: 
both  those  from  within  and  without  the  province! 

The  Foundation,  a  well  thought-out  plan  implemented  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Alberta,  has  achieved  env  iable  success  but  it  needs  further  support,  urgently,  if  our 
province  is  to  harvest  fully  the  potential  generated  by  this  success.  Alberta's  medical 
science  and  increasingly  its  medical  technologies,  are  highly  competitive  but  the  edge  and 
momentum  will  be  lost  if  the  direction  of  the  past  nine  years  is  not  pursued  with  vigor. 

Once  again,  and  with  respect  and  admiration,  I  acknowledge  the  many  people  who  have 
made  very  important  contributions  to  the  success  of  the  Foundation's  programs:  the 
international  scientific  community  for  its  counsel  and  its  assistance  in  reviewing  applications, 
the  Trustees  for  their  unfailing  support,  and  to  the  stall'  that  accomplishes  so  much  so 
w  'ill  i  ugly.

Note  3 

Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for 
Medical  Research  Endowment 
Fund 

The  Endowment  Fund  operates  pursuant  to 
the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical 
Research  Act  and  consists  of  an  initial 
endowment  of  $300,000,000  from  the  Alberta 
Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  together  with 
cumulative  earnings  thereon,  less  cumulative 
transfers  to  the  Foundation. 

Transfers  to  the  Foundation  are  available 
upon  request  provided  the  payment  of  such 


transfers  would  not  result  in  the  net  assets  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  as  valued  on  a  cost 
basis,  being  less  than  the  initial  endowment. 

The  net  assets  of  the  Endowment  Fund  at 
March  31,  1989,  as  valued  on  a  cost  basis, 
amounted  to  approximately  $456,000,000  and 
on  a  market  value  basis,  to  approximately 
$472,000,000.
